Mend* O rganization of Public 
Roads Crew 


The Good Hoad« Association o r­ 
ganized at Comanche two wf***ks 
ago, rccomm* nds the pqjvha*« of 
twelve good mule«, road building 
tools and the organization of 
a 
p erm an en t road crew for the p u r - 
j*oae of building good roads from 
the county site to the county lines ‘ 
in each direction. The association j 
19 proclaimed county wide in it« 
scope and is planned to select a 
vice president in each of the jus 
lice precincts for the purpose of j 
carrying on the w ork.provided the : 
commisMOiier» 
court will adopt 
the plan outlined 
by 
Chairm an 
Barks. 
The plan with reference to the) 
organisation of road crews is good 
in ao far as it tends to system a­ 
tise the work on the public roads. 
There is 110 disputing the fact that 
trained men and team s would give 
hotter service than hands picked 
up about the country. These men 
would in the course 
of 
a 
few 
months learn som ething of road 
building, which is more than the 
average road overseer knows. We 
are not fam iliar w ith the num ber 
and class of tools now owned by 
th e county, hut would 
suggest 
t h a t dum p w’agons would la* of 
little use to a road gang 
unless 
th ey were provided 
w ith 
road 
graders, wheel scrapers and the 
ro ad plows. Therefore it m ight he 
advisable for tin* commissioners 
to look well into the m atter of 
selecting tools. It has been the 
experience of other counties that 
•dump wagons are a nuisance for 
the simple reason th a t 
after 
a 
short time they get out 
of 
fi?;. 
T he ordinary wagon equipped to 
haul graved will prove more s a t­ 
isfactory in the end. 
W e observe 
th a t several counties 
have 
dis­ 
carded the dum p wagon on this ac­ 
count. B u t the graders are esscn 
tial. The scrapers are 
likewise 
essential in tilling in the low’ pla­ 
ces and m oving both 
clay 
an d 
sand. 
These are things for the 
comm issioners to look into. 
It is also barely possible that a 
road crew’ of the size suggested 
wo Aid be too large to secure best 
results where the am ount of avail­ 
able money is so small. 
W e are 
of the opinion th at Mr. B u rk s has 
u n d e r estim ated the cost of the 
equipm ent and the 
expense 
of 
o p eratin g such a crew. I t is very 
probable th at the tw elve mules 
could be had at a cost of $200.00 
each. The harness for three team s 
would cost $300.00. D um p w’agons 
cost from $125.00 to $175.00. This 
with the cam p equipm ent 
will 
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bring the total up to $3,500. Th<* 
expenese of m aintaining tin* crew 
would exceed the estim ate at least 
50 per cent. A foreman capable of 
building roads would require 
a 
salary of $100 per m onth, (and it 
would be economy to hire an en ­ 
gineer and road expert at $150), 
laborers would draw $2.00 a day. 
which would total $412. To this 
add $125 for feeding the teams. 
Then add another $75 for black- 
sm ithing and repairs and replac­ 
ing lost tools. This would total 
$612. 
As a more economical plan we 
would suggest that the 
countv 
buy eight head of big mules, two 
im proved road graders, plows and 
harness and equipm ent, Man the 
graders with a force of tw o men 
who can operate the graders or 
plow’s. 
Em ploy farm ers to haul 
gravel or keep 
gravel 
haulers 
along with the road gang, and as 
rapidly as the road bed is p u t to 
grade have the gravel put on and 
m ake the road perm anent. Build 
one mile of good road in a com­ 
m unity and it will do mor<* 
tow ­ 
ards encouraging a 
bond 
issue 
th an anything. 
The p a rt of the plan which calls 
for the organization of 
a 
road 
gang meets with the h earty a p ­ 
proval of the citizens of precinct 
4, because there is not a man in 
the whole precinct who would not 
like to see the roads improved, 
but the plan of “ building roads 
from the county site to the county 
lin e " would not meet with ap p ro ­ 
val. 
The b etter plan, 
and 
the 
plan proposed by the road law s of 
the state, would be to let the com­ 
missioners buy the tools out of the 
road and bridge fund and ap p o r­ 
tion the rem ainder of the 
road 
fund to different 
precincts 
ac­ 
cording to the am ohnt they paid 


in as taxes 
Then ea<*h coimmss 
inner take th** crew and do tin* 
very host work »hoy can do with 
th<* money th»*y have on 
hand.

and second class ro ad s." This is 
plain enough. Money collected in 
precinct 4 must be expended 
in 
this precinct. We make the Claim 
that precinct 4 pays more than one 
fourth of the road tax, therefore 
W’e would be entitled 
to 
more 
than one fourth of the available/ 
road money. 
If the good roads 
association will recommend to the 
commissioners that this am ount be 
tu rn ed over to our commissioner 
together with tin» tools purchased 
for road building we will not say 
a word, but if Comanche proposes 
to say what and how roads shall 
be graded in the DeLeon precinct 
there is going to be a mild howl 
set up that will gather speed and 
force as it goes and soon will be­ 
come a vociferous storm. DeLeon

A common practice is aimplv to 
open a furrow and to distribute 
tin* fertilizer therein. 
Then this 
furrow is bedded xipoti and 
th«* 
need planted above tin* fertilizer 
In quantities of a few 
hundred 
pounds of commercial fertilizer, 
or a few loads of stable manure 
p«*r a«*r«*, this practice is not so 
bad, although even then it would 
be bett»T to mix the fertilizer W'ith 
the soil by running a bull tongue 
or some other implement through 
it. but where large quantities of 
fertilizer are used this practice of­ 
ten leads to serious trouble, espec­ 
ially if the season should prove 
dry. 
The putting of an 
extra 
quantity of plant food into a small 
space causes a contraction ot th«* 
roots of th«* plants then*. As long 
as the plants ar<* small or th«*rc is 
an abundance of moisture in tin* 
soil all is well, but as soon as 111«* 
plants get to tin* size that they re­ 
quire larg«*r quantities of mois­ 
ture than are available 
in 
this 
comparatively restricted area this 
limited supply is not sufficient for 
their i.«*eds and as a consequence 
tin* plants fire as it is called. This 
firing is always more or less ser­ 
ious as it invariably cuts 
down 
tin* yiehl an«l in some instance* 
actually causes tin* death of the 
plants. 
In a similar way, when 
fertilizer is add«*d after th«* plants 
are up, it is often placed in drills 
sometimes just upon one sid<* ot 
the row. This practice causes all or 
most of tin* roots to accumulate 
upon this side and is not only con­ 
ducive to firing but also giv«*s the 
plants an uneven hold upon the 
ground and renders them <*asilv 
Mown over by winds from a favor­ 
able direction. 
So when f«*rtili- 
zer is added to a field aft«*r the 
plants are up care should be taken 
to place it upon both sides of the 
row and every effort should 
be 
made to mix it as thoroughly with 
the soil as possible. It is really 
best not to place it in drills at all 
but to broadcast it over the whole 
middle and work it into th«* soil 
with a subsequent cultivation. 
Just as it is not advisable 
to 
place fertilizer in a drill, it is de­ 
sirable to get it to sufficient depth 
that th«* roots will not be formed 
too near the surface. All fertilizer 
should I»«* placed about the depth 
that it. is intended to 
cultivate, 
thus keeping the roots down to a 
sal«* distance. 
On the other hand, 
fertilizer should never be placed 
at such a depth that there will be 
danger of air not reaching it as 
access of air is one of the condi­ 
tions under which it works most 
favorably. 
If fertilizer and seed 
are distributed at the same time 
by means of one of the combined 
distributers 
and 
planters 
care 
should be taken to see that 
the 
seed and fertilizer are not placed 
into direct contact as there is dan­ 
ger of the vitality of the s«*«*d be­ 
ing injured.__________
